That, coupled with the necessity 
to keep the books on schedule, has 
created an atmosphere composed of 
three parts fear, four parts confusion, 
two parts anger and one part joy.

Sadly, some of the titles we were 
fondest of have been retired and we 
will be directing our energy toward 
improving the surviving books. You 
can blame it on economics, but we 
thought the best thing to do was to 
concentrate on the books that were 
doing well, try to figure out why, and 
do more of it. 

The first manifestation of our efforts 
will be seen in the form of stories by 
Romano Scarpa, one of Italy's best 
artists, and by Daniel Branca, one 
of the best artists working for Guten- 
berghus in Denmark. Look for their 
work in Donald Duck Adventures 
#22 and Uncle Scrooge #264, both 
on sale in January. 

After that we'll be presenting all 
sorts of gems from Italy, Denmark, 
Holland, and even Kentucky! 

And after that, we're going to 
present our first Bonus Item...in Walt 
Disney's Comics & Stories #570 
you'll find a beautiful full-color, paint- 
ed centerfold posterette of Minnie 
and Mickey Mouse in a touching 
Valentine greeting. 

But right now, the biggest news this 
month is the announcement of an 
agreement that's been reached be- 
tween The Walt Disney Company 
and Gladstone Publishing to create a 
51-volume set of The Carl Barks Li- 
brary in color. If you're familiar with 
the color Gladstone was producing 
in the last seven of their albums, and 
that we did in all eight of ours, you 
know what excellent color to expect 
in these new albums! 

This monthly album series will 
present all of the 10-pagers that Carl 
Barks did in Walt Disney's Comics & 
Stories from 1943 to 1964, in order. 


Each 8 12" X 11" volume will contain 
five complete stories, plus some 
ee ssormagon sted as 
rovided by rey Blum. 

The frst book will be pf in 
January and will sell for only $8.95.

Down the road a little, in Walt 
Disney's Comics & Stories #571, on 
sale in March, we'll be trying an 
expanded version of that title in 
order to print some rare material that 
we could never fit into previous 
issues. This 64-page issue will 
contain some famous, highly 
sought-after material from deep 
within the Disney Comics Archives. 
For example, there will be two Cari 
Barks stories in that issue: the first 
will be a classic 10-pager about 
flying kites, and the second will be 
the renowned Donald Duck's “Atom 
Bomb" giveaway comic from 1947. 
Also in that issue will be some great 
stories and art from Harvey 
Eisenberg, Dick Moores, Gil Turner, 
Al Hubbard and Floyd Gottfredson. 
And finally, in that same issue, we'll 
have an article on the Disney 
Legends Award Ceremony held at 
The Disney Studios October 22 to 
honor Cari Barks and other Disney 
greats. 

We'll have more details on all that 
in the next column.
